Spanish  Club  Celebrates 
Hispanic  Heritage  Month

On  September  30th,  the 
Spanish  Club  celebrated  National 
Hispanic  Heritage  Month  for  the 
first  time  in  the  Shen  Auditorium. 
Over  twenty  students  from 
different  classes  attended.  The 
Spanish  Club  is  headed  by 
Professor  Claudia  Sadowski. 

The  celebration  began  with 
a  presentation  by  Professor 
Sadowski  on  some  important 
facts.  Heritage  Month  is 
celebrated  from  September  1 5th 
to  October  15th.  Several  Latin 
American  countries  achieved 
independence  on  September  1 5th, 
followed  by  Mexico  on  the  16th. 

The  Heritage  Month 
recognizes  Americans  with 
Spanish  heritage  who  have 
achieved  great  success  in  their 
lives.  Next  year,  the  Spanish 
classes  will  represent  these 
people,  and  make  exhibits  to  show 
in  the  Core  lobby.  They  will  also 
hold  festivals  in  class. 

Professor  Sadowski  then 
talked  about  the  history  of  the 
pinata  and  a  game  called  loteria. 
Loteria  is  a  game  similar  to  bingo, 
originally  designed  for  upper  class 
citizens.  Today,  it  has  become  a 
teaching  tool  for  young  children. 
Ancient  pinatas  were  clay  pots 
that  the  people  broke  to  appease 
their  gods. 

Now,  pinatas  are  used  for 
fun  celebrations,  typically  for 
children.  After  the  presentation, 
Professor  Sadowski  brought  out 


a  pinata  for  the  students  to  hit. 
Each  participant  was  blindfolded 
before  swinging  at  the  pinata. 

After  several  comical  tries, 
senior  Criminal  Justice  major 
Sarah  Croskey  stepped  up  and 
easily  decapitated  the  colorful 
papier-mache  horse.  Traditional 
Mexican  candy  spilled  out, 
including  a  type  called  chili 
rokas,  which  are  fruity  candies 
with  spices  inside.  The  students 
divided  up  the  candy  equally 
among  everyone  there. 

Next,  the  students  played 
loteria.  Each  player  took  a 
playing  card  with  sixteen  different 
pictures  on  them.  The  caller  then 
read  one  picture  card  at  a  time, 
until  the  winning  player  covered 
all  sixteen  squares  on  their  card. 
Eight  different  bags  of  candy  were 
the  prizes  for  the  night. 

The  students  played  several 
more  games.  The  winner  of  the 
previous  game  became  the  caller, 
and  selected  whatever  music  he  or 
she  wanted  to  listen  to.  Finally, 
all  the  prizes  were  taken. 

Overall,  it  was  a  fun  night 
for  the  Spanish  Club.  National 
Hispanic  Heritage  Month  is 
sponsored  by  the  Multicultural 
Affairs  Committee  and  the 
Foreign  Language  Club.  Next 
year’s  celebration  will  be  much 
bigger  at  the  College,  and  will 
hopefully  involve  the  whole 
student  body.

FOR  BREAST  CANCER

October  is  National  Breast 
Cancer  Awareness  Month,  and 
all  across  the  country,  people  are 
raising  money  and  awareness  to 
fight  this  disease.  Breast  cancer  is 
one  of  the  leading  causes  of  death 
for  women  in  the  United  States, 
but  it  can  also  affect  men.  Over 
40,000  women  a  year  will  die 
from  breast  cancer. 

There  are  multiple  causes 
for  increased  risk  of  breast 
cancer,  including  age,  family 
history,  and  weight.  Although 
breast  cancer  is  most  common 
among  women  over  the  age  of 
40,  younger  women  should  still 
maintain  a  healthy  awareness  of 
their  personal  risk  and  perform 
self  exams  and  get  regular  exams 
at  the  doctor  based  on  their  age 
group. 

The  earlier  the  cancer  is 
detected,  the  better  the  prognosis. 
There  are  many  tests  and 
treatment  options  for  people  who 
are  faced  with  breast  cancer. 

For  people  wanting  to  get 
involved  in  the  fight  to  cure  this 
disease,  the  easiest  way  to  help  is 
to  make  a  donation  to  groups  like 
the  Susan  G.  Komen  Foundation. 
Many  places  hold  marathons, 
and  people  wear  pink  to  raise 
awareness.  Other  various  types  of 
fundraisers  are  held  year-round  to 
get  donations  to  find  a  cure. 

Students  at  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  are  doing  their  part  to 
help  with  National  Breast  Cancer 
Awareness  Month.  There  is  a  table 


set  up  for  donations  outside  the 
cafeteria  during  lunch,  and  there 
will  be  a  stand  set  up  selling  pink 
lemonade  at  the  Homecoming 
football  game  on  Saturday 
October  9th.  There  is  also  a  breast 
cancer  walk  called  “Making 
Strides  Against  Breast  Cancer  on 
October  23rd  at  9  am. 

Every  three  minutes,  someone 
in  the  United  States  is  diagnosed 
with  breast  cancer.  There  were 
192,370  new  cases  in  2009  alone. 
Nearly  everyone  on  campus 
knows  someone  who  has  battled 
this  disease.

One  of  society’s  greatest 
shortcomings  today  is  its 
informality.  Informality  itself  is  a 
somewhat  broad,  vague  category. 
However,  it  is  the  root  of  two  very 
obvious  issues:  familiarity  and 
under  dressing. 

Familiarity  is  defined  as 
“considerable  acquaintance  with, 
established  friendship;  intimacy” 
or  alternately,  “an  absence 
of  ceremony  and  formality; 
informality.”  In  this  case,  I  refer  to 
the  latter.  The  cultural  informality 
of  today  has  created  a  false 
sense  of  intimacy  among  people. 
Telemarketers  and  salesmen  now 
feel  at  ease  addressing  one  by 
one’s  first  name  and  often  only 
give  their  own  first  name  in  return. 
This  is  not  only  inappropriate,  but 
also  belittling  and  offensive.  It 
has  even  come  to  the  point  that 
children  will  no  longer  call  their 
friends’  parents  “Mister”  and 
“Misses”.  It  cannot  be  borne. 

The  use  of  Christian  names 
should  be  reserved  to  close 
friends  and  family.  Simply 
put,  allowing  acquaintances 
to  use  one’s  forename  gives 
the  false  impression  that  they 
know  one  well  enough  to  break 
other  etiquette.  If  one  would  be 
unwilling  to  trust  a  person  with 


sensitive,  personal  information, 
then  it  is  inappropriate  for  one  to 
allow  said  person  to  address  one 
by  one’s  forename.  The  use  of 
formal  address  commands  respect 
and  creates  the  distinction  between 
friends  or  family  and  associates  or 
acquaintances.  The  deterioration  of 
formal  address  and  etiquette  results 
in  the  deterioration  of  respect  and 
manners.  There  should  certainly  be 
a  distinction  between  children  and 
elders  as  well  as  between  superiors 
and  subordinates. 

In  the  English  language,  it 
is  proper  that  men  should  be 
addressed  as  “Mister”  (Mr.) 
followed  by  their  surname.  Married 
women  should  be  addressed  as 
“Misses”  (Mrs.)  followed  by  their 
surname.  Boys  under  thirteen 
should  be  addressed  as  “Master” 
(Mstr.)  followed  by  their  surname, 
while  girls  and  unmarried  women 
should  be  addressed  as  “Miss” 
(Ms.)  followed  by  their  surname. 
It  is  also  appropriate,  particularly 
for  children  addressing  adults,  to 
use  “Sir”  for  men  and  “Madam” 
or  “Ma’am”  for  women  (note  that 
these  titles  should  not  be  followed 
by  a  surname). 

The  best  way  to  combat  this 
breach  in  etiquette  is  to  lead  by 
example;  stick  to  it  yourself. 
Address  others  in  this  fashion 
as  etiquette  dictates  and  insist 
(politely  of  course)  that  you  be 
addressed  likewise.  This  is  not  to 
say,  mind  you,  that  I  recommend 
formal  address  among  family 
and  close  friends.  Do  not  take  it 
too  far,  but  business  associates 
and  acquaintances  should  remain 
formal  until  such  a  time  (in  the 
case  of  acquaintances)  that  they 
are  counted  as  good  friends.  At 
the  very  least,  children  should  be 
addressing  all  adults  accordingly. 


The  other  issue  brought  about  by 
informality  is  overly  casual  dress. 
While  I  note  well  that  everyone 
enjoys  being  comfortable,  it  should 
be  done  in  the  privacy  of  one’s 
own  home.

More  often  than  not,  the  best 
writers  are  also  the  best  storytell¬ 
ers  (1  mean,  not  always,  as  anyone 
who  has  read  an  Ayn  Rand  novel 
can  attest  to),  and  not  only  are 
Win  Butler  and  his  often  her¬ 
alded  band,  the  Arcade  Fire,  great 
songwriters  but,  as  The  Suburbs 
proves,  great  storytellers  as  well. 

The  Arcade  Fire  gained  inter¬ 
national  fame  upon  the  release  of 
their  first  album.  Funeral ,  way 
back  in  2004.  The  album  garnered 
heaps  of  critical  acclaim  and 
plenty  of  famous  fans  (includ¬ 
ing  David  Bowie).  It  has  since 
appeared  on  many  “Album  of  the 
Decade"  lists.  They  followed  it  up 
in  2008  with  Neon  Bible,  another 
good  effort  that  didn’t  quite  live 
up  to  its  predecessor.  This  August 
they  released  The  Suburbs,  and 
have  officially  outdone  them- 
selv 


The  band’s  latest  effort  is  a 
concept  album  about  childhood, 
growing  up,  and  change,  and 
the  role  that  modernization  and 
consumer  society  plays  in  that 
experience.  Using  the  suburbs  as 
a  metaphorical  representation  of 
the  innocence  and  simplicity  of 
childhood,  the  album  reminisces 
on  times  and  memories  gone  by 
(“Wasted  Hours”)  and  the  opti¬ 
mism  of  youth  (“Half-Light  I”). 
Eventually  the  plight  of  modern¬ 
ization  and  consumerism  threaten 
that  innocence,  as  observed  in  the 
tracks  “Modem  Man,”  “Rococo,” 
and  “Half-Light  II  (No  Celebra¬ 
tion).”  In  time,  change  runs  its 
course  and,  like  everything  else, 
the  suburbs  grow  up  and  become 
the  sprawl,  a  growth  heartbreak- 
ingly  captured  in  “Sprawl  I 
(Flatland).”  This  is  followed  by 
the  synth-heavy  pop  number 
“Sprawl  II  (Mountains  Beyond 
Mountains),”  which  chronicles 
the  feelings  of  disillusionment 


with  adult  life. 

At  its  core.  The  Suburbs  is  a 
beautifully  told  story  about  grow¬ 
ing  up.  Repeated  imagery  and, 
at  times,  using  the  same  lyrics 
and  melodies  in  different  songs 
throughout  the  album  help  the 
band  create  their  most  cohesive 
piece  of  art  yet.  Their  sound  is, 
for  the  most  part,  more  acoustic 
and  subtle  than  their  previous 
work,  but  is  still  undeniably  Ar¬ 
cade  Fire.  The  newfound  maturity 
of  the  band,  though,  really  plays 
a  part  in  what  is,  for  my  money, 
the  best  release  of  their  careers. 
Listening  to  The  Suburbs  is,  like 
growing  up,  an  emotional  journey 
filled  with  the  highest  of  highs 
and  the  lowest  of  lows,  and  Butler 
and  company  capture  that  feeling 
perfectly.  I  don’t  like  to  make 
these  kinds  of  claims  as  early  as 
October,  but  it’s  going  to  be  hard 
for  anyone  to  come  out  with  an 
album  better  than  this  in  2010.

Walter 
decided  to  be  the  greatest  inven¬ 
tor  of  all-time  and  slowly  change 
some  of  the  rules  of  the  sport  in 
the  early  1900s.  What  resulted 
was  modem  American  football. 
Walter,  known  as  “The  Father 
of  Football,”  helped  forge  the 
game  as  we  know  it  today.  There 
was  something  missing  though, 
something  that  could  be  added  to 
make  watching  the  sport  exponen¬ 
tially  better.  Then,  a  man  named 
Xavier  Fantacy,  who  decided  to 
be  the  second  greatest  inventor 
off  all-time,  posed  this  question  to 
the  world,  “How  can  we  numeri¬ 
cally  categorize  a  player’s  talent 
and  ability  and  then  turn  that 
information  into  a  competitive 
format... where  gambling  could 
take  place?”  On  that  fateful  day, 
fantasy  football  was  bom. 

Fantasy  football  is  a 
game  that  can  be  set  up  in  your 
living  room,  or  on  the  internet, 
most  commonly  through  sites 
like  ESPN.com  and  NFL.com. 

Ten  to  twenty  people  organize  a 
draft  date  and,  on  that  date,  the 
participants  pick  players  who 
they  think  will  have  the  best  stats 
throughout  the  season.  This  may 
sound  simple,  but  there  is  a  lot 
of  strategy  involved.  Many  times 
players  draft  status  is  affected  by 
off  the  field  controversy,  injuries, 
preseason  progress,  and  hold  out 
issues.  This  can  make  for  some 
very  tricky  drafting  choices. 


For  example,  the  former  Denver 
Broncos  wide  receiver,  Brandon 
Marshall,  went  from  a  good  pass¬ 
ing  offense  with  the  Broncos  to 
the  below  average  passing  offense 
of  the  Miami  Dolphins.

To  briefly  summarize, 
Easy  A  is  a  film  about  a  high 
school  girl,  Olive,  whose  life,  de¬ 
spite  her  wonderfully  whimsical 
parents,  is  decidedly  humdrum. 

In  a  moment  of  mixed  embarrass¬ 
ment  and  peer  pressure  (which 


can  only  be  felt  in  high  school) 
she  makes  up  a  story  about  losing 
her  virginity  to  her  best  friend 
in  the  school  bathroom,  which 
would  not  be  big  deal  except 
an  especially  righteous  Amanda 
Bynes  happened  to  overhear 
Olive’s  tale  and  proceeds  to  try  to 
“save”  her  by  spreading  the  news 
throughout  the  school.  Over  a 
series  of  unusual  scenarios,  Olive 
gains  a  reputation  as  a  floozy, 
though  she  is  really  just  allowing 
boys  at  school  to  say  they  slept 
with  her  (to  increase  their  social 
standing)  in  exchange  for  vari¬ 
ous  gift  cards  to  different  retail 
outlets. 

Thanks  to  an  excellent 
and  likeable  performance  by 
relative  newcomer  Emma  Stone

bieland),  Easy  A  is  able  to  coast 
by  on  its  quirky  humor,  which  is 
almost  non-stop  throughout  the 
film.  Think  of  it  as  Juno,  if  Juno 
weren’t  so  annoying.  The  stand¬ 
outs  of  the  cast  are  veteran  actors 
Stanley  Tucci  and  Patricia  Clark¬ 
son  as  Olive’s  bohemian  parents 
and  Thomas  Haden  Church  as  her 
cliche-defying  English  teacher. 


At  its  core,  Easy  A  is  a 
film  whose  primary  goal  is  to  play 
with  genre  conventions,  and  have 
fun  doing  it.  Though  the  film  is 
partially  inspired  by  the  famous 
Nathaniel  Hawthorne  novel  The 
Scarlet  Letter  (after  reading  the 
book  in  class,  Olive  decides  to 
embroider  a  red  “A”  on  to  her 
clothing,  hence  the  film’s  title), 
it  also  spends  much  of  its  time 
paying  homage  to  teen  romantic 
comedies  of  the  past.  The  final 
scene  of  the  film,  for  instance,  is 
an  amalgamation  of  various  John 
Hughes  movies.

The  improved  defense  of  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph’s  Pumas  allowed  Mackenzie 
Calvert,  not  only  her  first  victory, 
but  also  her  first  shutout  against 
the  Panthers  As  of  right  now,  the 
girls  have  started  off  the  season 
with  a  record  of  1-8-1 .  They  have 
pushed  through  each  game  with 
unyielding  determination  and 
perseverance.  This  teamwork  has 
been  shown  through  an  impres¬ 
sive  65  total  saves.
